“EGG: BUSINESS_IN’ HANKOW. 
HOW IT BEGAN. 


About twenty years" ago, Says th 
Chinese Economic Bulletin, there was.no 
egg trado:to speak of in Hankow. Busi- 
pesg was then confined to the selling of 
“eggs by farmers in the country throagh’ 
collectors to hawkers in "Hankow, find 
“from the “hawkers to-.the consumers. | 

* ffhen a change came about in 190%, whea 
the, Germans started ,to establish egy 
factories in Hankow and buy eges in 
great quantities. “Egg dealers were sur- 
prised at tho “idea, and through tho 
efforts of their compradore, Melchers & 
Co, succeeded in closing a. contract 
with, Kiang Tung Hsin, Thjs opened’ bp 
the foreign trade of eggs in. Hankow and 
the. interior., Eater on, other foreign 
firms were established, until to-day Han- 
kow possessea several of the biggest egg 

, factories in» China, belonging to the In- 
- "ternational Export Co, (British), Arn- 
hold & Co. (British), Belgian Society 
tor ny industry (Belgian), O. Klein’ 
Col (German), and the China Desszcat- 
ed Egg Co. (Chincsc). . ; ;

‘AL tho beginning the foreign demgnd 
was only for hens’ eggs; from which only 
tho albumen-was extracted and preserved 
for export, ater’ on, the food value 
wof yolk was realized, and the firms began 
tu “export yolk, too. “hia induced a 
yreat many Chinese. dealers to collect 
only hens’ é¢ggs, while ducks’ eggs were, 
only for. locul consumption. ‘The cgg 
business, while profitable if conducted on 
w ‘very Inrge scale, is regarded by the 
Chineso os ‘hao-lianai-mye’’ meaning 
a’ business with but a hairsbreadth of 
profit. The egg bongs buy from. éoolics, 
who bring the. eggs to Hankow for sale, 

‘ buying at a very low price in cash. In 
turn the hongs « sell to foreign 

Grms in assorted baskets, and the price 

ix fixed generally in taelg or dollars. 

Eggs are closely.examined before they 
are bought.. But Chinese ¢gg experts, 
have a very quick way of examining and 
counting at the same time. Eggs remain 
fresh only, from ‘three “to' seven days, 
although in winter they keep much 
vlonger.

‘Economical ships’’ rather than 
"* superior ‘ships’ would be‘a more xp- 
propriate namo for the ships which those 
tn shipping circles are now. desirous of 
building for the San Francisco Hine. The 
Shipping Society, for instance, has cope 
to the conclusion that the most economical 
ships for the particular line will be three 
Diesel ships with a gross tonnage of 
17,000 tons and a test speed of 22 knots.

THE SUBSIDY DIFFICULTY. ° 

While something like a Consensus of 
opinion been reacted regarding the 
type of ships to bo built, a difficulty still 
lies in the way of the realisation of the 
scheme, namely, the difficulty about sub-, 
sidies in respect of the building and work- 
ing of the new ships. Economical. as.the’ 
Sntended ships are said to be, their build- 
ing and -running presuppose a large 
amount of locked-up capital, Even ac- 
cording to.the scheme advanced by the 
Shipping Society, while receipts for one 
ship per annum are estimated 
Y.2,551,000, disbursements, including ex. 
penses connected with passengers and 
goods “as well ds tho ship, imsurance’ on 
tho ship (22 per cont.), interest, on the 
cost (€ per. cent.),. depreciation (8 per 
cent. of Y¥.12,500,000), repairs (0.5 per 
cent,),’ office. expenses, etc., amount’ to 
Y¥3,810,8%5, ‘thus: leaving o deficit of 
Y.1,259,875., So it would be neccssary_.to 
get a subsidy. of ¥.260,000 per ship per 
annum from the Government. It is owing 
to this fact that the’ Toyo’ Kisen, 
and the Nippon. Yusen (which is being 
urged to combine with the Toyo Kisen) 
are eagerly agitating for increased sub-
